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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant has argued that Shimada doesn't disclose an insulating film formed over the substrate having an opening portion and the pixel 
electrode extends from a portion of the transparent conductive layer forming one of the source/drain electrodes and is exposed through 
the opening portion of the insulation film. Applicant argues that a pixel electrode 126 is not shown in figure 7 of Shimada and is not 
disclosed with any sort of opening. First, the claim does not require the pixel electrode have an opening. Second, though Shimada may 
not explicitly label 126 anywhere in figure 7, a full reading of their disclosure implicitly teaches that the portion of the transparent 
conductive layer 107 exposed in the opening in the insulation film 108 is the pixel electrode. First, note column 2 lines 37-39 where the 
pixel electrode is formed by removing protection film 108. Film 108 is formed directly on layer 107, thus if merely removing a portion of 
layer 108 forms the pixel electrode the exposed portion of 107 is clearly the pixel electrode. Further, the exposed portion of 107 clearly 
meets all the strucrual limitations of the "pixel electrode" of the claim, and thus anticipates the claimed structure regardless of whether 
Shimada labels that exposed portion as 126 in figure 7 or not. Applicant also argues that Shimada does not disclose an insulation film 
coating the metal electrode. Figure 7 clearly shows insulating film 108 "enclosing" the metal electrode 106 as claimed. Note that the 
claims do not require the insulating film "coating" the metal electrode, and in fact does not recite either "coating" or "metal electrode" so 
applicant's arguments as to these features has no bearing on the patentability of the actualy limitations recited in the claims. For these 
reasons, the rejection is considered proper.. 
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
